DATELINE: DENMARK (1960 report now brought to light) 

On the 27th. of April at about 03.00 AM Mr. NN is driving his 
car on the road between Slagelse-and Naestved. About 11 kilometer 
south of Slagelse he passes the estate of "Gyldenholm". The speed 
is about 60 kilometers an hour.... After having left the wood which 
surrounds the main building of the estate, he notices SO in a height 
of about 20 degrees an intensity shining white.circle which approaches 
at high speed. Within 3 or 4 seconds the circle has moved towa’rds 
the car and suddenly - in a very short distance It stops. 

At once the ignition of the motor and the light are switched. 

As the observer feels that the-motor doesn’t pull., he uncouples, and 
drives to the right side of the road and stops. He stops in a dis¬ 
tance of about 6 meter from the object. 

The, observer now sees that .it is a so-called 'flying saucer'. 
'The size of it istaken to be about 9X6 me ter (width / length) The 
'shape of it is © mething like two bowls placed against each other 
with a broad stripe or deft on the top of it. On the very top is 
something which looked like a small superstructure, a narrow fluer- 
esing stripe was running across. Ath the foot 3 round, light spots 
are dispersed. The object is lightening grey-green. 

While the observer.is regarding the object which keeps hanging 
about 3' meter from the, ground, 3 legs come sliding out from the bowl- 
formed hollows on the underside of the object. Before touching the 
ground a thick, cylindrical tube is 'sliding towards the ground and at 

the bottom of the tube - a square opening appears.' Pour persons 

-one after another are coming ou-t of, the opening. They are moving 
towards the car with slow, graceful movements. Like frognen walking 
on the bottom of the sea. The four persons are dressed in greenly 
shining uniforms on which on the front 3 dark, vertical stripes - of 
which the one in the middle is the"longest - are seen. While moving 
towards the car, a thick cable is sliding out of the lower part of 
the object in the direction of the car. The cable stops about 2 
meters from the right window of the car. Next to the car the cable 
ends in a SQUARE SCREEN in which a round, white lightening lens is 
seen. The SCREEN is supported by the cable, .in a height of about 1 
meter. 

Meanwhile, the 4 persons have distributed themselves round the 
car, two of-them at the left door of the car. In their hands they 
all have sbmething which looks like a rather long slender lantern - 
which they place towards the car in several places.

Now that the United States Government has adopted a *ho-hum' 
approach to the UFO phenomena, we find that the Soviet Union has 
quit laughing and has formed a special commission to study our 
'mysterious visitors' . This new Commission, formed as a subsidiary 
body of the ALL-UNION COMMITTEE ON COSMONAUTICS, is taking the UFO 
subject seriously after Soviet Astronomer Fydor Zigel published an 
article this year calling for serious study of the NLO'S, as the 
Russians call UFO'S. Zigel, in his article, said the saucers may be 
a previously-undi scovered natural phenomena, but did not dismiss what 
he called the "extreme theory" that they were, space craft from anoth¬ 
er world. This approach is preferable to the U.S.A.'s "Debunk it now 
--- investigate it later" attitude. Major General Porfiry Stalarov, 
a retired officer of the Russian Air Force Technical Services, will 
head the Sommission. 

The recent Soviet interest in the UFO phenomena coming after 
years of official ridicule at western reports of mysterious 'Fly¬ 
ing Saucers' following planes or hovering over deserts started af¬ 
ter - "Five well authenticated sightings in the Caucasus area of the 
Ural Mountains and' in Central Asia". These were among a score of 
UFO reports in the last few months. One of the more interestingly 
shaped objects were reported to be a "sickle-shaped UFO zipping 
out over the Black Sea, leaving a trail looking like a huge wave in 
the air". Knowing the Soviet Unions zeal for propaganda, one must 
wonder if they formed this commission for the express purpose of 
finding a HAMMER-shaped UFO to @D with the SICKLE! 

According to our West German IUFOB investigator and the Rueters 
News service. Dr. Zigel made this statement, over Moscow television: 
"We felt the UFO'S should be studied carefully, l.e have no precon¬ 
ceived ideas, but we believe the best way to prevent wild ideas 
spreading is to approach the subject scientifically."... It is, it 
must be added, also the best method of proving that these objects are 
NOT natural phenomena. The well-investigated sightings of recent 
years disclose too many facts and occurances for the UFO to be any¬ 
thing but intelligently controlled objects. While a few may consid¬ 
er this last statement to be a perfect example of assuming too much - 
might I note that I have been studing UFO'S for several yeqrs and 
have, in the IUFOB'S Office, over one thousand of UFO reports --- 
each carefully investigated.

SPACE CRAFT OF OTHER WORLDS BY PRISM MAGAZINE 


The Space Craft of other worlds come in many shapes and sizes. 
There are space craft of as great a size as two hundred sixty-seven 
miles across as the widest point. There are many and varied designs 
as man can imagine, including the 'air cars’ or atmospheric traveler 
wich contain only one or two people. 

There are the old 'Chicken Feedeo}' which have the ball joint 
landing gear showing at the bottom, and the slick covered types - 
which look much like two hub caps glued together with, windows sep¬ 
arating them. There are cigar-shapes and bird shapes, there are 
quai?ter-moon shapes, and sort of triangular shapes. There are many 
names for these craft and varied functions which they will perform. 
This above mentioned fact is the reason for their continued use. 

The largest craft is the 'carrier', and will travel hapidly 
from one galaxy to another on the force lines of the Universe by 
special equipment, and can adjust the atmosphere of smaller craft 
to the conditions., of the planet for which it is destined, is called 
a'Mother Craft. This craft can travel through what we call WARP. 
This means that It can travel on the Universal Coordinates or Force 
Lines of space and reach a destination in a matter of minutes in¬ 
stead of years and is figured to be needed by the. Earth’s present 
scientific understanding. 

The Mother Craft is the largest and most complex of all space 
craft and is the true mother of all other craft which depend upon it 
for many things. It is much like an artificial world in that It is 
completely equipped to supply many lives which survive it for long 
periods oftime. 1 It produces artificial atmosphere, rain, and all 
the lighting effects of nature; but is definitely an artificial 
body and never meant’ to be anything but necessarily functional.

The PHOENIX craft can be as large as two miles at the widest point- 
although they are smaller,- just as the Mother Craft can be much 
smaller in the very old type craft. There are very old craft which 
are PHOENIX which range no larger ‘than an EAGLE craft of today... 

The newest model of PHOENIX is that which is also capable of WARP 
upon magnetic lines... These PHOENIX contain the same equipment for 
space travel. EAGLES can range in size from two blocks long to 
smaller. They carry the craft known to Earth as a 'SCOUT'; but by 
them, it is called a SPARROW HAWK. The 'SCOUT' or 'SPARROW HAWK' is 
the most commonly seen craft to come to earth.... One such 'SCOUT' 
craft, named the BeAria, was the one drawn at the time of the ANN 
ARBOR sightings in Michigan.

THE SHAVER MYSTERY 

BY ROBERT SAAL 


The Shaver Mystery began in 1944 when Ray Palmer, then editor 
of AMAZING STORIES, a science fiction magazine, received a letter. 
It was written by a Richard S. Shaver and contained -what he said 
was an ancient alphabet from which ALL languages descended. The 
letter and alphabet were printed in the January, 1944 issue, of 
.MAZING. Readers,who did research on it, reported a surprising 
degree of accuracy in obtaining a translation of foreign words by 
giving each letter of the word the meaning Shaver gave it in his 
article alphabet. 


Palmer, sensing the importance of Shaver, began an extensive 
correspondence‘with him and found out many astonishing facts. Sha¬ 
ver told' him that he had pieced the alphabet together from infor¬ 
mation given him through telepathy, augmented by machine (telaug). 
These mental sending and receiving machines along with other super- 
scientific machines ( the mech ) were situated deep within the bo¬ 
wels of the Earth in a vast network of artificial caves that honey¬ 
combed the interior of the Earth. 50,000 years ago, a super-civil¬ 
ization had once ruled. The dim memories of later man of this fan¬ 
tastically advanced race gave rise to our myths and legends of gads. 

Gradually, Shaver revealed the details of the early history of 
this planet. Earth was a dark planet that was caught by our Sun. 

In those days, the Sun burned only carbon and gave off only bene¬ 
ficial rays. These god-like beings grew to tremendous size and 
never aged. They were immortal. But as the Sun continued to burn 
itself, it reached lower layers of radioactive materials and rad¬ 
iation, the cause of age and death, according to Shaver, began to 
rain on earth. The TITANS and ATLANS, as they are known, began to 
die. Because of this, most of them fled the Earth as we would flee 
from a pest hole, leaving all behind. Some of the Gods, however, 
were tired of the constant space migration to escape the detrimen¬ 
tal radioactivity and the search for clean Solar Systems. They 
tried to screen themselves. But they continued to age and soon a 
more sinister effect of the poison manifested itself. The radio¬ 
activity changed the polarity of the lipoid film of the. brain cells 
in those affected. This was caused by the cave dweller’s practice 
of focusing their rays on the Sun to light the caves. This concen¬ 
trated and magnified the harmful effects of the radioactivity. The 
effect of this does not take place on the surface because we die 
before it can reach this point. The end result of all this was to 
turn nonnal thoughts to evil and destructive ones. These Gods - 
turned-Devils plagued surface man with their rays for thousands of 
years.

'Phi n iiuiiiood all life to low numbers on Earth, even in the caves - 
who depended on the surface for food. 

Shaver's message was that there were still survivors in the 
caves. These survivor's descendents talked to him over 'Telaug'. 
There were two kinds of cave dwellers: The Dero (bad) - and the 
Tero (good). The Dero are in the majority. The two factions are 
constantly warring and territory held by them is continually chan¬ 
ging hands. The Dero torment people mostly with "voices" and hal¬ 
lucinations from their machines. There are few entrances to the 
Cavern World and most are guarded by ancient families who tax all 
that goes in. All the necessities of life must come from the sur¬ 
face. There is also a large trade in slaves. People listed in 
missing persons bureaurs often turn up here. They are used for 
servants, workers, torture victims, and harem inmates; they are 
Lfoated with great cruelty. The scarcity of food in the caves of¬ 
ten causes them to be used as meat by their owners. These activit¬ 
ies are darried out by the DERO, not the TERO. Certain evil space 
going aliens stop on Earth to trade with the Dero for slaves or 
Ray Weapons. They sometimes step in and wipe out the TERO if they 
seem to be having great success. This may be why the TERO never 
took over. 

The DERO cannot unite because they are insane and all are 
cut-throats. And while they bedevil us, the TERO try to nullify 
these effects with their machines. They rays also explain away 
Religious visions and miracles as long range ray work.

When the Mystery became popular in AMAZING, readership in¬ 
creased by 50,000: Palmer also received thousands of letters, de¬ 
tailing similar experiences as Shaver. But, the evidence was cir¬ 
cumstantial, the Mystery lost support and was dropped. This was 
in the late '40's - early '50's. In 1961, Palmer, now a publisher 
began to reprint the Shaver stories plus supporting information 
in a magazine called Hidden Worlds. The last issue, number 16, 
has just been published. I would suggest interested readers to 
buy Volume l'for $1.50 and ask for information on other publicat¬ 
ions.

UFO COLORS 


KENNETH LARSON

The science writer Otto Binder writes about UFO color 
changes, as noted in his new pocketbook I7HAT 1VE REALLY KNOW 
ABOUT FLYING SAUCERSo He says that an unusual pattern emerges 
when related to the objects movements: WHITE when hovering or 
slowly moving, RED when accelerating, BLUE or BLUE-WHITE when 
moving at high speed and GREEN when making right-angle turns 
or performing aerial maneuvers, Another theory suggests that 
the colors relate to energy changes and power flows. On May 
18,1963, at New Plymouth, Hew Zealand, a university student 
saw a UFO dash across the sky changing colors from WHITE to 
RED to BLUE, On August 2, 1,965, 14 year old Alan Snith of 
Tulsa,,Oklahoma took a color photo of a hovering UFO with RED, 
WHITE and a BLUE color. Last year 21 sightings of vari-colored 
objects happened over Ontario, Canada, ranging thru every color 
of the spectrum- ( SAUCERS, SPACE & SCIENCE ). There are other 
reports about saucers with pulsating lights that dim and bright¬ 
en rapidly, sparkling colors, glowing halos, rows of lighted 
•portholes, rotating colors- Many people associate UFO color 
changes with changes of a propulsion method, power and energy 
manifestations. Thus,- the objects might be of a highly-special¬ 
ised nature with greatly-advanced techniques and scientific know¬ 
ledge. UFOS have been measured with speeds ranging from zerp to 
42,000 miles per hour ( Terre Haute, Indiana, 1952, by three CAA 
control-tower operators ). Futhermore, in France, during 1952, 
huge cigar-shaped objects appeared in two different locations - 
10 days between, andwitnessed by hundreds of d. tizens. 

• These cylinders were attended by smaller saucers. It is 
possible, also, that mother-ships might hover over the Earth 
but be concealed within artificial clouds. One of these Mother- 
ships was reported to have been two miles across. Otto Binder 
points out that statistics show that saucers are being seen daily 
at the rate of 57. per hour throut the world. 

Another interesting point concerns the scientists at the 
National Space Surveillance Center ( SPACETRACK ) who think that 
the unknown satellite of 1962 was sent by superior beings of a 
community of other stars, and that eventually we would enter in¬ 
to a higher civilization of the Universe. Of great interest - 
when writing about the UFO colors - is the association of red 
and green with Christmas. Ancient records of the human race con¬ 
cern the famous "Star of Bethlehem" that moved thru the sky and 
then hovered, like a UFO, over the town. Then again, we should re¬ 
member that this person of great powers ( such as clairvoyance, 
reading of minds, prophecy, appearing and disappearing foreknow¬ 
ledge ) known as Jesus Christ, said that He would return a second 
time to the Planet Earth, accompanied by thousands of "angels". 
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This would involve space travel, because any coming to the 
Earth would have to be from outer-space and involve “power and 
glory". Such an event, if it happened, would be at least 1,950 

years or more after the aforementioned prophecy-and seems to 

involve some type of "eternal" life capability and space-travel 
between worlds. 

Some .UFO researchers think that the saucers were existing be¬ 
fore the Earth was formed, and the Earth is about 4.5 billion years 
old. (Perhaps the saucers were involved in the actual creation,and 
forming, of the planet Earth.) The total picture brings to mind a 
concept whereby a higher civilization planned and carried-out the 
"creation" forming of the Earth and the solar system and the galaxy 
-- possibly utilizing engineering and scientific techniques and pro¬ 
graming the entire project — and then were given "laws" of both a 
scientific nature and a religious nature to follow until such time 
as the human race could enter into the knowledge and higher level of ■ 
the superior civilization. But - it is also possible that the UFOS 
are here as "guardians", and that they might intervene with superior 
instruments and weapons so as to overcome the weapons of the Earth- 
Nations (such as nuclear missiles) thus save us from destruction. 

As Otto Binder points out, if the UFO’S propulsion system util¬ 
izes some form of electromagnetic energy, that power must be measured 
in billions of watts. The power of one UFO must be able to light up 
large cities, tow ocean liners and out-perform the abilities of a 
fleet of aircraft - a new kind of power or possibly thermonuclear 
power or some other type of unknown energy.They seem to comm¬ 

unicate with each other (as shown by strange signals during sightings) 
and have visited most nations of the Earth and seem to be of ancient 
age. Even Isaiah asked: "V/ho are these that fly as a cloud, and as 
the doves to their windows?" On the UFO scale, a thousand years of 
Earth-Time might be equivalent to ONE day‘of their time. 

As for the UFO colors, Oberth thinks that this comes from the 
power plant's G- forces that convert short rays into long rays to 
convert power. Each manuever of the object would result in a color 
change as the electromagnetic vibrations producing these colors 
change frequency and wavelengths. Otto Binder writes about another 
case where two small humanoids came out of a landed UFO 1 in upper NY 
state, during-1960, and various colors came from the two. The writer 
suggested that the colors might have been related to their method of 
thought transmission. Of some interest is the fact that statistics 
show an average height of about 3 to 4 feet for such humanoids, and 
during 1954 (France) about. 200 such cases were reported or about 400 
small humanoids energing from UFOS. Thus, if thought transmissions 
do involve color displays, this would seemingly involve energy vib¬ 
rations and powers, etc....

PLYING SAUCERS AND THE STRANGE

In September, 1967, I received an interesting letter from 
Robert Dickhoff, Sungna Tenzing Lama ( author of four books and 
many poems). The part I want to quote is that of the 'mysterious' 

writing.. "I know of a saucer-scout landing nearby where I live. 

Its in a wooded sector. The round impression is about some 14 yards 
wide and nothing has ever grown in this impression in all the 20 yrs. 
that I have known about it. The saucer shore off the top branches 
of great big trees and when blasting away again, they tore great hole 
on the base of - the trees, toppling them. Nearby there are some very 
queer symbols, sort of writing, nothing I ever saw before." He re¬ 
corded the writing on May 4, 1958 at Glacier Rocks, Edgecombe Park 
sector. New York. There are 6 mysterious symbols and they don't look 
like of this Earth. 


Photographs with faces on them have not come out as often as; 
regular UFO photos. I have four on hand and to my knowledge only 
two have been published. These appeared in SAUCERS, SPACE $ SCIENCE 
( 17 Shetland St. Willowdale, • Ontario, Canada ) No. 23... 

On April 23, 1962, Mr. Homer Schaefer sigjited and photographed 
a UFO while in his backyard. This photo didn't come out well. The 
UFO was dark and slow-moving. Mr. Schaefer had seen this UFO before 
- and since his picture - has seen it again several times. 


At 10:30 PM he looked up and saw the UFO again after a light 
shown over him. He then photographed the transparent elongated 
Mother-ship - which contained a smaller round scout ship. After he 
took the photo out of his Land Camera he noted several strange things 
On the left side of the picture he could make out a man floating in 
space. The other things that could be seen v;ere: 6 faces - two eyes - 
two transparent scout ships and the underside of a scout ship! It is 
of my opinion that these faces did show on this particular photo be¬ 
cause of the speed of the film. In 1967, Mr. Schaefer took a. photo 
of myself (with the same camera as the above) at his home. Behind 
me appeared a face. He took another picture but.nothing showed up.
